muddy .water now being delivered by 
the'city mains the following treat- 
ment Is suggested: 


To each 10 quart pail of muddy 


water add 30 grains 
of powdered 


alum (aluminum sulphate), stir thor- 
oughly for one minute and allow to 
stand for one hour, when nearly all 
the clay matter will settle to tl*e bot- 
tom and the water may be used im- 
mediately although it will still be 
slightly .turbid. By allowing the wa- 
ter to stand 10 hours or over night 
the turbidity will -bo removed and 
the water will be quite clear. 


.The treated water is fit for drink- 


ing and if the alum is used the pro- 
portions suggested it leaves no taste 
in the water. 


The same treatment is used on the 


large -scale at Memphis, Tenn,, for 
example, where 600 tons of alum per 
year-are used similarly for coagula- 
'tion of the city water. 


Powdered alum may 
be bought 


from at least 2 of the drug stores in 
Ada put up in powders each contain- 
ing 30 grains, the correct amount one 
10 quart pail of water at a price of 
25c per dozen powders. This makes 
the cost of treatment one cent per 
gallon.

Lucius, the minister, is himself a 
keen, wide awake individual, fully 
alive to the value of printer's ink and 
alert to seize every opportunity to 
make propaganda. OT to explain any- 
thing that needs explanation. As an 
instance of this may be cited the fact 
that, some weeks ago, when the morn- 
ing papers published Trotsky's expose 
of Germany's attitude 
toward 
the 


Aland Islands, the noon papers of the 
same day contained a column-long ar- 
ticie by Baron Lucius, full of clever 
casuistry and forming, for the un- 
critical reader, a complete answer to 
Trotzky. 


This is but one of scores of similar 


instances, 
Lucius' relations to the 


press—and not merely to the pro- 
German press—are most is in agree- 
ment'with him or not. 


To dam this flood of propaganda 


the allied powers offer comparatively 
little. Since America entered 
the 


war an effort has been made from 
Washington to secure adequate publi- 
cation in Sweden of important speech- 
es by President Wilson and other 
leaders, and reports of important de- 
icisions of different bodies, progress 
i of recruiting, "etc. Theae efforts, and 
[particularly as regards speeches, are 
foredoomed to failure by the fact that 
the speeches are cabled too late. 


President Wilson's speeches have 


reached Sweden from two to four 
days after summaries of them had 


I been received here. 
No Swedish ed- 


jitor, after having used a 500-word 
! summary will, half a week later, de- 
vote much space to the text of the 
same speech.

official correspondent with the Aus- 
tralian Imperial Force here. 


"The 
Americans," 
he 
asserted, 


"have a spirit for which the kaiser 
•would sacrifice a good half of his 
numbers if he could get it into his 
.troops today." Returning from a vis- 
it to-the American forces Mr. Cut- 
tack wrote: 


"The dominant fact in the arrival 


of the United States army is the huge 
bigness of it. It la new—new as 
paint—and keen as a racehorse in 
training-—or rather a whole paddock- 
ful of racehorses. 
The world will 


probably not have the. chance again 
of seeing such a spectacle of amateur 
warlike earnestness, for the Ameri- 
cans are learning very fast. 


"It saw something of the same 


sort when the Australian War Army 
began long ago in 1914—the same 
light-hearted enthusiasm, the same 
rich raw quality all untrained and in- 
experienced, the same outpouring of 
the rery best of a whole country in 
an emotion of national pride, count- 
ing neither cost nor returns. The Am- 
ericans are not soldiers yet, and no 
people realize better than themselves 
how much they have still to do to 
make themselves soldiers, but they 
will be a great and powerful army in 
probably shorter time 
than 
they 


reckon upon. 


"They are learning the art of fight- 


Ing from the best soldiers of France 
and Britian, and many of their of- 
ficers as attaches- of one sort or an- 
other have seen a lot of this war 
from the German and Turkish side 
as well. We found a Major who had 
watched the Gallipoli campaign from 
the top of Battleship Hill and was in 
the confidence of Liman von Sanders 
and the Turkish Pashas. He has 
therefore a particularly warm re- 
gard for the Australians. 


We went up to see the American 


line in Lorraine. In their khaki and 
round, tin hats among the Lorraine 
hills they look and act very much like 
our own. men; indeed they might be 
our own fellows. They have the same 
sturdy, self-reliant look.
